Premier Gladstone is ill. 
Two land meetings were held in Dub- 


lin Sunday. The corn and root crops 
of Ireland promise more than an aver- 
age yield, and the general aspect of the 
country is cheering.

A. Cure for the ttrastthopper Plague/ 


Professor Cyrus Thomns, of Carbon- 


dale, Illinois, a member of the United 
States 
Entomological 
Commission, 


claims to have discovered a solution of 
the grasshopper plague. Mr. Thomas 
has just returned from an extensive 
tour in the far North west, where he 
reports crops in fine condition. He 
says the grasshopper does not like 
moisture, and that he is always found 
on dry prairies. This being the case, 
he believes, if the people of the West 
will engage in forest culture to a limit- 
ed extent, the trees will in time cause 
the grasshopper to move away 
from 


the ferule fields of the West into re- 
gions where he cannot do much harm. 


A HonBter Demonstration. Ovation 


awl Batlfleatlon Proposed in New 
York-Grant a»d Conkling To 
Speak. 


[New Tort HenU]. 


The Republican -managers have de- 


vised a darling scheme by which they 
hope and expect to start a political 
boom of tremendous proportions. It is 
well known that grave apprehensions 
existed in the minds of many influen- 
tial men in the party as to the position 
to be taken in the campaign by General 
Grant and Senator Conkling, and efforts 
were made to conciliate and draw them 
to the inner temple of the faith, where 
their ministrations would be of service 
to the cause. 
& They have been successful. 


Already Grant has written, and it is 


reported he is ready to do more. It is 
also said that Senator Conkling has 
been appeased and consents to buckle 
on his armor in earnest. 


THE PLAN. 


This being a fact the wireworkers are 


working the wires, ana in the subtle 
brain of Sheridan Shook has conceived 
a project which bids fan- to stir this city 
to its centre, and give to onr people a 
spectacle as inspiring as any in the old 
Log Cabin days. Mr, Shook proposes 
a monster ratification meeting, with a 
grand procession ot torch-bearing men, 
bands and banners and all manner of 
popular device. To draw the multitudes 
he suggests that General Grant be in- 
vited as the guest of the National and 
State committees, and that a public 
demonstration in his honor be a feature 
of the procession. 
In addition he 


would have the ex-President sit as 
chairman of the meeting and in that 
capacity make a brief address in favor 
of Garfield and Arthur, by which to 
capture the hearts and unite the hands 
of the Boys in Blue. 


But this is not all. 
He also suggests that Roscoe Conk- 


ling be made the orator of the night, 
and that he be induced to deliver the 
speech of the campaign. 


The matter was laid before the Na- 


tional Committee, where it received 
most favorable consideration. General 
Logan was written to to see and per- 
suade General Grant to come on and 
preside, and other parties have under- 
taken to induce Senator Conkling to be 
present and make the speech. Mean- 
ime it is announced that early in Aug- 
ust Mr. Conkling will open the ball in 
the West and speak in Indianapolis, 


incinnati, Keokuk and Chicago, after 
which he will come East. It is believed 
that by the time he reaches New York 
he will be more than ready for the 
' 'finest effort of his life,'' and will throw 
himself, heartily into the hands of the 
national and State organizations. 


In the control of these committees, 


with money, enthusiasm and a desire to 
win, 
it is probable the demonstration 


will exceed in size and general interest 
anything of the kind ever seen in New 
York. 


The Mormons celebrated their first 


entrance into the valley, thirty-three 
years ago, on July 24th, at Salt Lake, 
with the usual elaborateness.

army was everywhere apparent. A pro- 
cession embracing ten brass and mili- 
tary bands, representing sentiments, 
ideas, agricultural and horticultural 
products, trifles, industries and manu- 
factures, was an hour in passing and 
was witnessed by from ten to twenty 
thousand spectators. There was a pro- 
fusion of mottos, among the rest, "The 
Happy Polygamio Family," carried by 
said family in a wagon. The decora- 
tions were profuse and often tasteful. 
The ceremonies were concluded in the 
big 
Tabernacle, and 
consisted of 


speeches and music. It was profusely 
decorated and full to overflowing. It 
presented 
an 
impressive spectacle. 


There was less show of hostility to the 
Government and outsiders than has 
been formerly made on tins anniversary. 
The federal officers of Utah were in- 
vited to attend as guests, but as it was 
exclusively a sectarian demonstration 
they declined the invitation.

The following is General Hancock's 


etterof acceptance: 


GOVKBSOE'S ISLAND, 
/ 


Nrw YOBK CITY, July 29, 1880.} 


GENTLEMEN:—I have the honor to ac- 


uiowledge the receipt of your letter of 
July 13, 1880, apprising me formally of 
my nomination to the office of President 
of the United States by the National 
Democratic Convention lately assem- 
)led in Cincinnati. I accept the nomi- 
nation with a grateful appreciation of 
the confidence reposed in me. The 
>rinciples enumerated by the Cocven- 
.ion are those I have cherished by the 
)ast and shall endeavor to maintain in 
.he future. The Thirteenth, Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth Amendments to the Consti- 
tution of the United States, embodying 
he results of the war for the Union, are 
nviolable. If called to the Presidency, 
: should deen it my duty to resist with 
all my power, any attempt to impair or 
nvade the full force and effect of the 
Constitution, which, in every article, 
section and amendment, is the supreme 
aw of the land. 
The Constitution 


onus the basis of the Government of 
he United States ; the powers granted 
>y it to the legislative, executive and 
udicial departments define and limit 
he authority of the General Govern- 
ment. The powers not delegated to the 
United States by the Constitution nor 
>rohibited by it to the States, belong to 
he States respectively, or to the people. 
?he General and State Governments— 
icting in its own sphere without trench- 
tig upon the lawful jurisdiction of the 
ither—constitute the Union. This un- 
ou, comprising a General Government 
with general powers, and governments 
with State powers for purposes local to 
he States, is a polity, the foundations 
< which were laid in the profonndest 
wisdom, and it is the Union on/ fathers 
made, and which has been so respected 
itbroad and so benificeut ot home, 
'ned by blood and fire, it stands to-day 
a model form of free popular Govern- 
ment, a political system which, rightly 
administered, has been and will continue 
o be the admiration of the world. May 
we not say, nearly in the words of 
Washington that the unity of govern- 
ment, which constitutes us one people, 
s justly dear to us. It is the main 
>illar in the edifice of our real inde- 
lendence; the support of our peace, 
afety and prosperity and of that liberty 
we so highly prize, and intend, at every 
mzard, to preserve. 
But no form of 


jQVernment, however carefully devised; 
10 principles, however sound, will pro- 
ect the rights of the people uulebs the 
Administration is faithful and efficient. 
t is a vital principle in our system that 
neither fraud nor force must be allowed 
o subvert th«i rights of the people, 
ffhen fraud, violence or incompetence 
controls, the noblest Constitution and 
he wisest laws are useless. The bayo- 
net is not a fit instrument for collecting 
he votes for free men. It is only by a 
!nll vote, free ballot and a fair count 
that the people can. rule. In fact, as re- 
quired by the theory of our Govern- 
ment, take this inundation away and 
ths whole structure falls. Public office 
is a trust, not a bounty bestowed upon 
the holder. No incompetent or dishon- 
est persons should ever be entrusted 
with it; or, if appointed, they should 
promptly be ejected. Our material in- 
terests, varied and progressive, demand 
our constant and united efforts. A sedu- 
lous and scrupulous care of the public 
credit, together with a wise and eco- 
nomical management of our govern- 
mental expenditures should be main- 
tained in order that labor may be lightly 
burdened and that all persons may be 
protected in their rights to the fruits ol 
their own industry. The time has come 
to enjoy the substantial benefits of re- 
conciliation as one people. We have 
common interests. Let us encourage 
harmony and generous rivalry among 
our own industries, which will revive 
our languishing merchant marine, ex- 
tend our commerce with foreign nations, 
assist our merchants, manufacturers 
nnd producers to develop our vast nat- 
ural resources and increase the prosper- 
ity and happiness of our people. 


If elected, I shall, with Divine favor, 


labor with what ability I possess to dis- 
charge my duties^»ith fidelity, accord- 
ing to my convictions, and shall take 
cure to protect and defend the Union 
and to see that the laws be faithfully 
and equally executed in all parts of the 
country alike. I will assume the re- 
sponsibility fully sensible of the fact, to 
administer rightly the functions of the 
Government, is to discharge the most 
sacred duty that can devolve upon an 
American citizen. I am, very respect-
